WESTMINSTER. 

Nkw Westminster, B.C., Nov. 21.— The 
tug Hloiule, belonging to Captain Terbune, 
was damaged by tare, last night, to the 
extent of $100 ; no insurance.

This unfortunate mishap 
delayed the Yosemile's arrival till this 
morning, Captain Jagero could not pick 
up the entrance to the channel in I lie dark, 
and vvu3 obliged to return to Plumper's 
Pass and lie up for the night.

The Olivet Baptist church will bo re- 
opened Sunday, Nov. '29th.

Eared with .'100. A spacious basement has 
een added, with rooms for prayer meetings, 
lectures, etc. There are two fair-sized gal- 
leries at either end of the church. A choir 
gallery is situated just above the preacher's 
platform. A new pulpit will lend additional 
grace to tho interior decorations. Folding 
opera chairs have been secured from Chi- 
cago, and the church will be lighted 
throughout by incandescent electric lamps 
Tho wind blew a g.ilc from the south-west 
on Friday that made many housas in town 
rock on their foundations, ami tore the stir- 
surf ico of tho river all up. The 
wind came in powerful gusts, and City 
Meterologist Peele slated that the speed 
attained during the gusts was 40 miles per 
hour, dropping to 15 steady. Tlio ferry 
had a wild if not exhilarating time of it. 
At the height of the gale, tho lashings of 
tho Westminster Rowing Club's bout house 
parted, and it headed across the river at a 
merry pace untiil it finally brought up on 
the soft mud bank above Brownsville. 
About 4 o'clock the wind subsided and the 
river assumed its normal placidity. Some 
damage was done to fences and trees in the 
upper portion of the city, but not of a 
costly nature. Reports from the mouth of 
the river wero to the effect that the Gulf 
presented a magnificent sight as its waves 
rolled in mountains on the beach. 

The Seattle Post Intelligencer prints the 
following from its New Westminster corre- 
spondent : G. W. Rasure, better known in 
Kansas and British Columbia as the " Cow- 
boy Evangelist," h s turned up in a new 
light and a new name. Rasure left Kansas, 
whore he had been a cowboy, horse dealer, 
preacher and swindler, for the good of Kan- 
sas and to escape arrest for fraud and em- 
bezzlement. He spent a short time in Seat- 
tle, and then went on to Vancouver, where 
he was shortly after arrested in connection 
with an attempt to defraud. He showed 
the authorities his licence as preacher in 
Homo Kansas circuit, proved his character 
respectable to the satisfaction of the author- 
ities, and got off. Then he came to New 
Westminster, and a few weeks later was 
holding a series of revival meetings in the 
Baptist church. He told what n wild life 
he led as a cowboy ; how he shot, killed, 
fought and drank on the plaiiw. A dime 
novel was mild, insipid reading compared 
with his blood-curdling tales. He filled the 
pulpits in several churches more than once, 
and was greatly admired in a w ide circle. 
Rasure brought with him to Westminster 
his wife and a woman named Williams, 
whom he introduced as his sister. They 
started a millinery store, but did 
not succeed. Rasuro met with the 
same luck in horse dealing. A 
year ago he left here for Kam loops and did 
not come back. Shortly after he went 
further away, and all trace of him was lost. 
During his stay here the Kansas police 
.authorities were kept constantly informed 
of his movements, and more than one warn- 
ing was sent to beware of him, as In: was 
not to be trusted. Tho latter was proved 
by a mining scheme which he organised in 
tho Nicola country, swindling all hands 
whi) took part in the venture out of all 
they bad advanced on Rasnre's great 
promises Being members of a church 
Rasure hud frequently preached in, they 
suffered in silence. Latterly the Kansas 
authorities have been making renewed in- 
quiries for Rasure, and Chief of Police 
Huston was able to supply the information, 
which has oausod a great hub-bub among 
the people here, who looked on him as a 
s.iitit. A lady of this city, just returned from a 
trip to England, reports that Rasure and 
ids sister, Mrs. Williams, crossed the At- 
lantic from New York to Liverpool as iiiiin 
and wife, under the name of Mr. and Mrs. 
Renwick, landing at the latter port on 
October S. Whether Rasure is playing 
"cowboy evangelist" in England is not 
known, but it is surmised he is up to some 
scheme.

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HOW WE ARE GROWING. 



Splendid New Buildiuga On Every 
Hand Attest the Growth 
of Our City. 



What Marvellous Clianfres Have Been 
Wrought Amongst Us In 
Twelve Months. 

"I've been away 'from Victoria for a 
year," said a well-known citizen to a Colon- 
ist reporter, yesterday, "and do you know 
that the difference in the appearance of the 
eity during that time is something wonder- 
ful. Why every ono of our principal 
streets has undergone a complete metamor- 
phosis. Living here all the time, you may 
not have noticed such u great change, but 
if you will just take a look round and esti- 
mate the number of blocks that have sprung 
up like mushrooms in tho last year, it will 
astmish you, I think." 

Have many people here ever stopped to 
think that we are in tho midst of a big, 
healthy boom of our own ? Not obtrusive 
or noisy, or balloon-like, such us those ex- 
hibited by a few ol our near neighbors late- 
ly. Rather a solid, substantial growth, 
this ! pull'e I up by no piper statistics, but 
evinced every day as brick walls and stone 
columns are seen to rise higher and higher, 
and others spring up again, replacing shan- 
ties and hovels all over the city. 

For snmo months past, the aver- 
age citizen Ins only noticed this 
change by stumbling heavily into a heap of 
mortar, running his unfortunate head full 
butt at a high-stacked lumber pile, or per- 
haps barking his shins in a pitiful manner by 
collision with buckets, ladders, temporary 
water taps, and all the paraphernalia gath- 
ered together when a new building is in 
course of construction. In the flow of male- 
dictions which mo a natural sequence to 
Buch occurrences the irate pedestrian is apt 
tooverlook the fact that, despite the litter and 
blocking ho meets with, and notwithstand- 
ing the frequent pitfalls he conies to grief 
over in this respect, 

" There is Bruno soul rf goodness in things evil. 
Would men obsci vhigly distil it out." 

When one conies to think that every tem- 
porary block in the thoroughfare, means a 
creditable enib llishment to the city's ap- 
pearance, and that rising up alongside those 
"infernal water tap atrocities'' are buildings 
solid and costly, he should try — rebellious 
as human nature undoubtedly is — to ni ister 
his feelings, and to philosophically ignore 
any unlucky Hccident caused thereby. 

The only business thoroughfare in Victo- 
ria that has not heen materially nffected in 
the last year by the building rush, is con- 
servative Wharf street, its solid lino of 
walls, embellished l.y those fortress looking, 
stern, iron doors, giving ample evidence that 
it needs no innovations, looking quite im- 
posing enough us it is. 

Whether Government street will co it'.nuo 
to remain the principal thoroughfare in this 
city, has been a matter for discussion 
among many business men here for 
a good while, some of them contending 
Douglas street is slowly, but surely begin- 
ning to question her right to tirst pi ice, 
while others stoutly d«ny this. The truth 
of the matter is tlint both streets are grow- 
ing and building up remarkably. A casual 
glance down any portion of Government 
street, will at once show how many new 
blocks uro being built, and what a vast 
improvement in architecture and solidity 
they attest over the older buildings. 
Starting opposite Campbell's corner, the 
fine three story brick and stone block, that 
has just been finished, is the tirst edifice 
noticeable, by reason of its height, and 
light though solid appearance. Then, from 
the corner of Johnson street, halfway down 
to Cormorant, is just being completed one 
of the handsomest buildings in the city, 
with its tower and stone buttresses stand- 
ing out splendidly in mid air. What a 
marvellous change from the condition 
of tliia spot but a few months ago, 
when it was occupied by a dozen rookeries, 
a standing disgrace to the city, anil a con- 
tinual eyesore to ovciybody who looked at 
them ! Opposite this building, and adjoin- 
ing the tine i'rior block, are two structures 
that, if anything, overshadow thoir neigh- 
bor, and fo in, at any rate, fitting com- 
panions for it. They are both splendid four 
story edifices and help a good deal towards 
giving the portion of Government street 
where they stand its vastly improved ap- 
pearance. Next to these, at the corner of 
Pandora street, is another four story build 
ing of fancy brown and yellow brick, at- 
tracting attention at once by reason of its 
peculiar coloring. Then on the triangle, of 
which Pandora and Cormorant streets form 
the other two sides, is being built us fast as 
workmen can put it up a hitch structure of 
brick and iron. And the new Five Sisters 
Block, just being completed, standing, as it 
does, like a big sentinel opposite the Bank 
of 1$. C, swells the number, of new build- 
ings, and occupies a foremost place among 
them. 

Cormorant street has enhanced its looks 
dining the past twelve months a grout deal 
by the splendid City Market building, 
before thoroughly described in these 
columns, and the new police barracks and 
station. 

Broad street has in the past year followed 
in the steps of its larger sisters in no un- 
certain manner, and, in addition to the fine 
block of buildings running from the Stanley 
House to Trounce avenue, has further been 
built up by '.hat unique and beautiful piece 
of architecture, the Williams block. Then, 
directly opposite this is the new Driard 
hotel, at present only half up, but giving 
unnristukeablo signs oven now of what its 
appearance will be when completed. The 
magnificent stone entrances aro already 
finished, and hooh the second of the four 
stories will be reached. 

Who docs not noto with pride and ad- 
miral ion, every time lie pusses through it, 
the fairy wand of change and progress that 
has been wafted over old Trounce Alley, or 
as its present denizens would indignantly 
set one right — "Trounce Avenue" I From a 
collection of .shacks of the meanest descrip- 
tion, through which on a muddy road a 
passage might, by good steering, he effected, 
the alley, lor it will remain the "alley" 
always to old-timors, has put on a new dress 
of stone and brick and asphalt, and is to- 
day one of the finest and beat looking por- 
tions of the city. 

The looks of Douglas street a year ago, 
contrasted with Its appearance to day, form 
an object lesson of deep and startling signi- 
ficance, and the change indicates tho very 
spirit of progress in this Western country. 
In the middle and towards the end of ] 8U0, 
the Clarence Hotel and the buildings ad- 
joining it, together with the old City Hall, 
were the only places of size and substantial 
appearance in that thoroughfare. At tho 
time of writing, sheer up from the handsome 
St. Andrew's Church to the no less hand- 
some and bountiful new City Hall, aro two 
long lines of splendid buildings, that have 
sprung up like magic. Of theso the Turner 
and Jewel! buildings — two magnificent 
pieces of architecture, both together tilling

up on entire block — and the lino substantial 
pile opposite the Clarence Hotel, ure the 
most important. Hut, besides these, there 
are dozons of others, all, as before 
stated, having had. the effect of bring- 
ing Douglas street out of compara- 
tive obscurity to a leading position among 
our thoroughfares for beauty and business.' 

Yates strict I1113, like its neighbors, seen 
very great improvements, not, however, so 
much in the erection of new buildings as in 
the establishment and additions to the 
handsome blocks that have been standing 
for some years. The Humphries and Lewis 
blocks, both very fine edifices of brick and 
stone, stand opposite the Bank of British 
North America, completing a solid run of 
splendid structures from Government street 
to Oriental alley. 

Another of those streets in the business 
parts of the town that has sprung from the 
obscurity of cabins und frail wooden tene- 
ments into u handsome thoroughfare, is 
Johnson street, which has some of the 
tinest buildings in any portion of tho city. 

Extending the whole way down to the 
harbor are some white und brown stone and 
brick front buildings, and for several hun- 
dred yards, without a break, there aro 
groups of handsomely built places, attrac- 
tive shops and stores, in place of the former 
darkness and tilth. Where once wero In- 
dian cabins, low grog shops and Chinese 
wash houses are now beautifully decorated 
spacious stores that would be a credit to 
imy city. Altogether the change in .John- 
son street is wonderful. 

And still the good work goes on. Archi- 
tects never had their hands more full. 
Builders aro pushed to the utmost; 
brick kilns are flourishing, and skilled la- 
borers are happy in the enjoyment of present 
and the prospect of future jobs. Leap by 
leap is Victoria growing — not in any insub- 
stantial way. There uro no eight or ten- 
story blocks like our neighbors boast of; 
no colossal monuments to stupidity and 
speculation ; no great stores (to let) or stag- 
nation or bubble-bursting. But a steady, 
healthy advance, and the first signs of a 
dawning prosperity that will bring to and 
keep Victoria in the place among her rivalB 
to w hich her geographical position and the 
boundless resources she cim claim entitle 
her.

It is much to bo 
desired that all theso young players will 
make a point of practising scientific drib- 
bling ; keeping the ball close at, their feet 
and running with the bent knee, at no 
great pace. Long kicking should be left to 
backs, and high, bliort kicking always abso- 
lutely avoided except where unavoidable; 
while the first consideration for a defensive 
team should bo to keep the ball along from 
the middle of the ground ; tho second to 
mark the point on the toueh line, at which 
the ball goes into touch. With attention 
to theso two pointB they will generally 
make ground, where without it they will 
lose it, and bo forced in front of their goal. 
It would be difficult to find two belter 
in itched boy teams, and the return game 
will be interesting, if the same sides be 
b ought into the field. Genu's services 
deservo special notice, as he was Buffering 
from o severe struin in the back.

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THE U.S. WAR ESTABLISHMENT. 

Tho Report of the United States Secretary 
of War for tho year 1S9 1, U not a very 
elaborate document, but it contains some 
interesting information. Tho first tiling 
that strikes the render of it is that tho 
United Suites army costs the Republic very 
little, Leaving out the money expended in 
the shape of pensions, there are not sixty 
millions of civilized people in tho world who 
spend so little for military purposes as the 
citizens of tho Great Republic. Last year 
tho whole expenditure of the War Depart- 
ment w is S3 1,450,70 1. Not hull this sum 
was otpeu led on the military establishment, 
including the support of the Army and 
Military Academy. Its aimy ousts the 
Republic only 525,344,109. There were 
spent on public military works, including 
river and harbor improvements, $10,081,- 
478; on miscellaneous objects, §7,894,439, 
and salaries and contingent expenses were a 
little over two millions. For the current 
year, the whole appropriation for military 
purposes is §.">!>, 183, -120. The lifferenco be- 
tween this year's expenditure and last year s 
is ehieQy in what are called public works, 
which is a little mure than half of what it 
was in the year ending June 
30th, 1891. Tho estimated expendi- 
ture for next year is somewhat in 
advan ce of that of the current year, being 
$45,975,003. The expense of tho army is 
pretty much the same in the three years, 
being betweeu twenty-five and twenty-six 
millions. 

The Americans cannot complain of war 
taxes, the expense of the army not coining 
up to half a dollar a head of the population, 
and tho whole expenditure of the War De- 
partment being considerably under a dollar 
a bead. The American army is small, but, 
singular to suy, tho Report of the Secretary" 
of War does not say one word about its 
strength. 

The world is, however, told something 
about what is being done to put the coast 
in a state of defence. Considering all that 
has been said und written about the de- 
fenceless condition of the seaboard cities of 
the United States, the sum appropriated 
for fortifying them and providing them 
with effective artillery appears to be very 
modest indeed. And we learn by the Re- 
port that tho American Government is in 
by no means a violent hurry to strengthen 
the coast of the country. Congress 
has appropriated a million dollars for the 
purchase of sites for fortifications and sea- 
coast defences. Less than one-half of this sum 
has beentpent, and sites have been purchased 
at various places on the seaboard of the 
Atlantic and the Pacific. The length of 
sea coast to be put in a good state of de- 
fence is somewhere about tour thousand 
miles. 

To show that providing tho fortifications 
with guns is very slow work, wo quote the 
following paragraph from t lie Report : 

" This contract, and the output of the 
pun factory from forcings already under 
contract, provides for the manufacture of 
one hundred and ninety-eight breech-load- 
inn steel rifle guns of high power, sixty-two 
of 8-inch caliber, eighty-six of 10-inch, and 
fifty of 12-inch. Four have been finished, 
two 8-inch, otio 10-inch, and one 12 inch ; 
twenty-four more will be finished in 1892, 
thirty four in ISO.'), forty in 1894, when the 
machinery at the gun factory will bo nearly 
complete. Thereafter there can be manu- 
factured about forty-five per year, anil the 
deliveries from the Bethlehem one-hundred- 
gun contrnctwill he ei^ht to fourteen yearly, 
according to the proportion of Binall or large 
caliber. Resides the 198, for which provis- 
ion has already been made, if forgings are 
supplied to tho gun factory, 350 more guns 
can be turned out within the next ten 
years, and mostly of ten and twelve inch 
caliber. I believe these figures to be con- 
servative, and that the actual lesults will 
be greater, for with experience in the man- 
ufacture the work should progress more 
rapidly. " 

Our neighbors will have I o wait some little 
time yet before their coast can be pronounced 
oven moderately well defended. Tho Report 
says : 

" The point 1ms now been readied when, 
by the continuance of tho present rate of 
appropriations f'ir coast defences, which 
have been moderate, the work can be car- 
ried on systematically and judicious'y. To 
stop or check the work now would bo to 
lose much that has been done ; to continue 
will be both safety and economy. Each 
year sonv.i part of it can bo completed so as 
to become available, and thereafter every 
gun mounted will add to its efficiency. 

" The board of Ordnance and Fortifica- 
tion in their report say : 

" 'I'onr years' continuance of similar leg- 
islation and activity, and it can no longer 
bo said that the United Status is defenceless 
against foreign powers.'" 

Jt must not ho forgotten that the Ameri- 
cans do not depend for coast defence alto- 
gether upon their fortifications. They are 
building armored ships for tho defence of 
their seaports which aro expected to Lb 
more effeotive than immoveable land batter- 
ies. Win n tho report of tho Secretary of 
tho Navy is published we shall see what 
progress has been made In constructing these 
ships. 

Tho American Government is trying the 
experiment of making soldiers of the In- 
dians of tho plains. It might bo supposed 
that theso hereditary hunters would, if they 
could bo made amenable to discipline, make 
excellent oavolrj men. A general order was 



issued in March last authorizing the enlist- 
ment of one company of Indians for each < f 
the twenty-six regiments of white cavalry 
serving west of the Mississippi river. Tho 
object of the department in taking this step 
is thus expressed by the Secretary of War : 

"The primary object, fully justifying the 
experiment, in my judgment, wan to give 
employment in useful and legitimate 
channels to a considerable number of 
Indians of the warlike tribes. Having been 
deprived by the extinction of game, of both 
employment and means of subsistence, they 
cannot lie changed at once from nomads to 
ipiiet and successful farmers. Incidentally 
it was hoped that the habits of obedience, 
cleanliness and punctuality, as well as of 
steady labor in the performance of both 
military and industrial work inculcated by 
service in the army would have u good 
effect on those who might enlist, and also 
furnish an object lesson of some value and 
exert a healthy influence upon others of 
their tribes." 

With respect to the result of the experi- 
ment, so far, the Secretary Buys : — 

" It was not deemed advisable to urge 
Indians into the service hastily, and special 
efforts have been made to inform them of 
the responsibilities they would incur and 
the duties that would bo required of them 
as sol ders. Tho results have been very 
satisfactory. Seven companies, three of 
cavalry and four of infantry, have been re- 
cruited to their full complement, and seven 
others pari i illy, and the reports imiiote 
I hat the organiz ition of these will be com- 
peted ut an early day. 1 have had an op- 
portunity to personally inspect mine of 
theso Indian cavalry troops, and hive re- 
ceived full reports showing the condition of 
others. In good conduct, drill aud military 
bearing, attention to duly, observance of 
courtesies, and cue of horses, anus and 
equipment, clothing, barracks, mess rooms 
and kitchens, they are lit least equal to 
soldiers of othor races of no greater experi- 
ence, " 

Considering tint many of these Indian 
soldiers were, previous to their enlistment, 
altogether unacquainted with tho habitsund 
restraints of civilized life, their progtess 
has been remarkable. To transform a blan- 
ket Indian, who had never worn a suit of 
clothes, never slept under a roof, never ate 
at a table, never used a knife and fork, 
never had his hair cut, aud never was prodi- 
gal in the use of soap and water, into a 
eleun, smart, well-conducted, obedient sol- 
dier, appears to be as near a miracle us we 
can get in this matter of fact nineteenth 
century. And yet *his has been done by 
the American drill .o-rgeunts under the eye 
of a judicious and humane ollicer, who had 
fiithin the unprovability of the Indian. 
Great care, we are informed, has been exer- 
cised in the selection of the officers to drill, 
dev elope and civilize the Indian recruits. 
This can be easily understood. 

If the Secretary of War's Report does not 
impress the reader with the strength and 
the efficiency of the United States army, it 
will, if he is thoughtful, cause him to ad- 
mire the capacity for self-government of the 
sixty millions of American citizens who do 
not require even this small standing army 
to support the authority of government 
among them. 

BRITAIN'S TRADE POLICY. 

Tho cool way in which some of the 
American newspapers speak of the work- 
ing of their reciprocal trade arrangements 
with the South American republics is a little 
provoking to a British subject who knows 
that both the United States Government 
and the Governments of the Southern Re- 
publics are' taking advantage of Great 
Britain's liberality in all matters that relate 
to trade, to injuro her commercial inter- 
ests. For instance, the San F runcisco Call, 
in a late number, says : 

" A London dispatch now says that the 
American reciprocity treaty has made seri- 
ous inroads upon British trade, and that 
there is evidently no disposition to grant 
equally furorable arrangement* to England. 
As England can giee no equualent for the 
discrimination in furor of British goods com- 
pared to thai which the United otates /ins 
offered, it remained for England to stir up 
a revolution that might overthrow the Da 
Fonseca Government. This rbvolution is 
nowgoingon. If the insurgents win, it is 
safe to say that there will be a reconsidera- 
tion of the conditions of the American reci- 
procity agreement." 

When it is considered that the two great 
contracting parties who thus combine to 
injure Great Britain's trade owe more to 
that country than they do to all other 
countries combined, the ungrateful and 
selfish spirit which the words we have 
underlined displays appears peculiarly hate- 
ful. Recause Great Britain extends to both 
the United States and Brazil an almost 
completely free market — and that market 
the best in the world --they combine to 
cripple her trade on the ground that, 
having given ihem everything, she has no 
more favors to bestow. This is simply 
what tho Call means when it says " Eng- 
land can give no equivalent." She has 
given them more than any other nation 
under the sun can be induced to give, and 
more, a gnat deal, than the countries that 
are plotting against her are disposed to give 
each other. 

We wonder how long Great Britain is 
going to stand this kind of thing. How 
much longer will she keep on extending 
commercial advantages to nations who, not 
only do not thank her for the favors she 
confers upon them, but actually conspires to 
dober all the harm they can. Would it not 
be well for her to show these shallow and 
selfish nations in the only way that they 
can comprehend, that she has "equivalents" 
to grant, and something more than equiva- 
lents. If she took a leaf from their hook 
and would not grant a single trade privilege 
to any nation without getting an equivalent 
in return, they would soon change their 
tone, if she said to the Americans " I will 
not allow your wheat and flour and corn 
and pork and bacon to enter my ports froo 
of duty unless you allow some of the com- 
modities that 1 export tho samo privilege," 
tho Americans would he feelingly eon- 
.vincod of tho truth of tho saying 
that " I t is a poor rule that will 
not work both ways." Exoludod from tho 
British market the Americans would, in a 
very short time, eeo the valuo of tho 



privileges they had lost by, their greed and 
their short-sighted selfishness. 

There aro indications that Great Britain 
is getting tired of tho jug-handled policy 
which she has been pursuing. Englishmen 
are being convinced thut it is not inconsist- 
ent with free trade principles to teach 
countries that are commercially hostile to 
them, that it would bo to their interest to 
adopt a more liberal policy towards Great 
Britain. They could take a lesson from Mr. 
Blaine and better tho instruction. They could 
apply his policy of reciprocity in away that 
he never dreamed of. Lord Salisbury may 
have had something like this in his mind 
when ho spoke of the isolated position which 
Great Britain occupies commercially among 
the nations of -the world. He may have 
been considering how he could induce some 
of the nations who are now eo ready to take 
advantage of Great Britain's liberality to 
practice a little mutuality in matters of 
trade. It may be bis intention to show 
them, one of (hese days, thai it is hardly 
fair to have all the liberality on one side. 
If he adopted this policy American news- 
papers like the Call would soon sing a very 
di lie re nt tune.

A MODERN SUPERSTITION. 

The faith of some people in drugs and 
medicines is simply boundless. They be- 
lieve that all that a sick man h is to do in 
order to get well, is t'i take medicine. Tin y 
think that there is a medicine to cure every 
disease. Their own experience and the ex- 
perience of ages has no t fleet upon them. 
They see people who have taken any 
amount of medicine nothing better and 
dying at last. They have seen this specific, 
and that specific warranted to cure all 
diseases discredited, but their faith in the 
virtue of medicine has not bjen shaken in 
the least. It was proclaimed, not long ago, 
thut a Dr. Kecley had discovered a medi- 
cine that could kill the appetite for strong 
drink. All that the dipsomaniac had to do 
to be made a sober man for the rest of his 
days was to go to Dr. Keeley, place him- 
self under tho care of that physician 
and take his bichloride of gold as 
he prescribed. Many, it was eaid, went 
and were cured. Among these was a Col. 
Mines, who, it seems, was a pretty hard 
case. He went to Dr. Keeley 's institution, 
obeyed his oi ders, took his medicine, und 
can e away, as he thought, cured. So 
delighted was the ponr man and so convinc- 
ed was he, of the efficacy of Dr. Keeley's 
treatment, that ho wrote an article for the 
North American Review, praising its vir- 
tues and recommending it to the world. 
The next thing that was heard of Col. 
Mines was that he bad died from the effects 
of a debauch. 

If Col. Mines had remained isolated in 
Dr. Keeley's institution, or if strong drink 
hud been kept out of his reach in any way, 
or if his will power had been strong enough 
to enable him to conquer the appetite 
and to remain a total abstainer, 
ho would have lived and died a sober 
man if he not taken a dose of medicine of 
any kind. To expect that a medicine can 
produce a moral effect seems to us most un- 
reasonable. The mind of tho drunkard is 
diseased, bis moral powers are weakened, 
and no material substance in creation can 
make a bad man good or a drinking man 
temperate. To expect that bichloride of 
gold, administered in any way, would bring 
about that result was simply a delusion — 
the effect of the drug superstition which is 
so general and so strong. 

We are quite convinced that what were 
supposed to be cures effected by the bi- 
chloride of gold, or what is said to be bi- 
chloride of gold — for Dr. Keeley bus not made 
the composition of his medicine public — were 
nothing more than the work of imagination. 
As every medical man knows, the imagina- 
tion in eases of sickness does wonders. It 
often makes people who have very little the 
matter with them believe that they are ill, 
and it causes others to believe that they are 
cured. We can eu^ilv understand that a 
clever physician would not find it very diffi- 
cult to convince a repentant drunkard, who 
was most desirous to become a sober man, 
that the medicine ho had given him had 
worked that wonder in bis system, and that 
he would never again become fond of drink. 
And he would remain under that conviction 
until, like the unfortunate Col. Mines, ho 
was again placed in the way of temptation.

THE FALL ASSIZES- 

List of Cases to bn taken up When the 
Courts Meets, To-morrow. 

The Fall Court of Assize and general jail 
delivery opens before Mr. Justice Crease, in 
the Court-house, Bastion Square, ut 1 1 
o'clock, to-morrow morning, at which hour 
grand and petit jurors and all others inter- 
ested are commanded to bo in attendance. 

Twenty-four cuses, including several of u 
most serious character, comprise the docket, 
which is the heaviest in many years, num- 
erically at least. First on the list is the 
case of Regiua vs. Hurker, rape, the crime 
being alleged to have been committed at the 
Colonial hutel and the complainant being a 
waitress there. Wilson and L(.c are charged 
with sodomy ; Fox, the former proprietor 
of the Nickle Plate saloon, with assaulting 
his wife with intent to kill ; and Morris and 
Carutichael, with assault for the purpose of 
robbery. Ross, Becktnan, Sako, (a Japanese 
sailor), and Davis, are each charged with 
simple larceny, there being no specially in- 
teresting features in connection with any of 
the eases. Robinson, a resident of 
Cowichan district, will bo tried for cattle 
stealing and killing, and Captain Bill, a 
West Coast Indian, w ho nearly succeeded 
in ilrowning Officer Redgrave, with rescuing 
a prisoner. Burke is held for aggravated 
assault, Cleary for robbery, unil J. C. 
Bennett for forging the name of Joseph 
Ray ley, the now demented proprietor, or 
ex-proprietor, of tho Half- Way House. II. 
E. Fried and his wife, Millie Fried, are to 
have their trial for abducting Hattio May 
from the custody of her patents ; and J. P. 
Huydnn will also face a charge of abduction, 
coupled with one of seduction. Musgrave, 
the youthful incendiary, is charged with 
arson; and Morgan, tho ex-clerk for the Co- 
operative Supply Co., with embezzlement. 
Riley Bobbins will enter the dock cliurged 
with robbery, and John Day with receiving 
goods stolen to his order. Madame Marie 
Bouttone, larceny, and Charles Keene, 
assault with intent to commit rape, were 
committed for trial so recently that the 
cases are still fresh in mind. The only 
other case is that of Reg. v. Cray, perjury. 



THE JUBILEE HOSPITAL. 

A Big 13111 for Medicines Which TukeB the 
Board bv Surprise. 

A meeting of the Board of Dii colors of 
the Royal Jubilee Hospital was held, yes- 
terday evening, in the Board of Trade 
rooms, Mr. Joshua Davies presiding. 
There were also present Messrs. C. E. Red- 
fern, B. W. Pierce, W. M. Chudley, A. C. 
Flumorfelt, A. Wilson and .1. S. Yates, 
The Chairman explained that the meeting 
was called by resolution of the Board, ac- 
cording to which the meetings were to he 
held fortrightly — in the forenoon and after- 
noon alternatel,. 

A communication was read from Dr. W. 
(1. Richardson, advocating the establish- 
ment of a training school, in connection 
with the hospital. 

Several ot the members expressed an 
opinion that the services of all the consult- 
ing physician, should be called into requisi- 
tion, in forming the school, and this opinion 
prevailed, as did also one in favor of having 
all medical men in the city invited to the 
consultations. 

Dr. Richardson wrote, asking for some 
medical appliances, which were ordered to 
be provided. 

Dr. Richardson also wrote stating that he 
wanted a supply of stimulants for the hos- 
pital, and had asked for samples (produced) 
from a local merchant. 

The matter was left in the hands of the 
visiting committee for the month. 

A bill was handed in for $1,030, for med- 
icines supplied during the past live months. 
This seemed to take the Hoard by surprise, 
and the matter was referred to a committee 
and the medical staff. 

The Chairman reported having visited 
Vancouver, and seen the experiments with 
the Engle crematory. He was thoroughly 
satisfied that the system filled the bill. He 
suggested that the Government or munici- 
pality he asked to aid the hospital in carry- 
ing out sanitary works.

Kussia's Record— Her Emperors the 
Descendants of the Byzantine 
Monarclis— Jler Aspirations. 



Constantinople, the Great Greek 
Capital of the Future, with the 
Czar on the Throne- 



The Muscovites in Asia to Extend 
Their Influence Unless Forcibly 
Bestrained, 

(Written for Tins Colonist.) 
CHAPTER II. 

KUSSIA AND CONSTANTINOPLE. 
According to the common opinion in Rus- 
sia, the czarism must fulfill its mission, mid 
this mission is to implant the Russian ban- 
ner on the walls of Constantinople, For 
centuries the Muscovite, cross ami sword in 
hand, lias marched towards the city of Con- 
stantino the Great, coveting it, fighting for 
= and always regarding i[ lls «"ightfi,I 
» v » - I 

Inheritance- | 

It is a mistake to suppose that the onward 
march to Constantinople dates from the 
time of Peter the Croat. It began one 
thousand years ago, when Turks were un- 
known and when (ireek emperors reigned 
on the shores of the liosphorus. The strug- 
gle is old as the Russian history itself. It 
was never abandoned— it was only inter- 
rupted. Another thing very remarkable is, 
that Byzantium was, centuries ago, and is 
to-day, culled by the Russians, " Czargo- 
rod," or "Czarigrad"— that is, the city of 
the czars; ami that the old Anniuian and 
Greek geographers called the Euxine "Marc 



Russioum"— that is, Russian Sea, 

Iu 862, according to the "Chronicle of 
Nestor," some tribes of the Russians, being 
unable to agree, invited three brothers 
Kurik, Sineus and Truvor, to come and 
reign over them, Who these three brothers 
were, it is not known, but it is generally 
accepted that they were Norsemen. 
Scureely had they established themselves 
in the great city of Novgorod and vicinity, 
when two of their followers, Askold and, 
Dir. set out with some companions towards 
Constantinople. On their way southward, 
they captured the famous city, Ivietl', which 
afterwards became the capital of Russia. 
From that place the bold adventurers sailed 
forth with an armament of 'JUU vessels, 
•crossed the Euxine, sailed up the Bospho- 
,rus, and appeared before the imperial city, 
Ho the astonishment and terror of the 
•Greeks, who did not know from whence 
these bold barbarians came. 

This first hostile appearance of Russians 
before Constantinople happened in the year 
SOU. 

Thirteen years afterwards Kurik died, 
leaving a powerful and well organized 
monarchy to his infant son Igor, under the 
.guardianship of the renowned Oleg, the 
Sai ling and idol of the Russian nation. He 
also with '2,000 boats, each containing forty 
warriors, set out against Byzantium, while 
his cavalry advanced by land upon the ter- 
rified city. The Eastern Roman emperor, 
Leo the Philosopher, uttempted to block 
the passage of the Uosphorus, but Oleg 
dragged his vessels across the land, and ar- 
rived after all before the walls of Constan- 
tinople, carrying the siege with great bar- 
barity. The Greeks offered tribute, and 
■Oleg, after having bung his shield on the 
gates of the imperial city, returned home 
covered with glory. 

Igor twice undertook campaigns against 
the Greeks. It is recorded that the first 
time he appeared with a fleet of 10,000 
boats, a number scarcely credible, which, 
however, was destroyed by the Greek fire. 
The second time lie was far more successful, 
and forced the Emperor Roman to conclude 
a treaty highly advantageous to Russia. 
His widow Oiga embraced Christianity, 
and received the baptism at Constantinople, 
but her son Sviatoslaff remained a pagan, 
und tried again to make war on Byzantium. 
Many were his struggles with tho 
able Emperor Cziiniskes, Sviatoslaff 
trying to establish himself firmly on the 
Danune iu Bulgaria, the Emporor fighting 
to prevent it. Finally Sviatoslaff was 
slain in 972 by tho PetchenegS, a mysteri- 
ous people, probably of Mongol origin, who 
appeared about that time in Southern Rus- 
sia. 

The prince-warrior was succeeded by two 
remarkable rulers, who made Russia known 
at that time all over Europe. Vladimir, 
the son of Sviatoslaff, was however in the 
beginning of his reign a monster and a 
tyrant. Ho killed his own brother Varo- 
polk and seized his lands; he waged war on 
all of his neighbors, and added largely to 
iiis dominions. But, according to the Rus- 
sian historians, his greatest political not was 
the acceptance of the Greek faith. It made 
Russia the successor ot Byzantium, and the 
Russian Caira the heirs of the Eastern 
Roman emperors. It was an act of very 
important significance, Vladimir accomplish- 
ing it after mature deliberation. He sent 
ambassadors to different countries to bring 
him reports of the various religions, oven of 
the Jewish and Musselmun. The Greek 
faith seemed to him the most satisfactory, 
and according to that rite ho was bap- 
tised in Constantinople in 988, at the 
Hume time receiving also the hand of Anne, 
a Byzantine princess. After his return to 
Kieffhe introduced Christianity at once in 
his dominions, though it took of course 
many years to convert the inhabitants of 
the distant parts to the new faith. His son 
Yaroslaf)', though also successful as a war- 
rior, is more known as the first legislator of 
his country. Though ho evaded the ap- 
pointment of a new metropolitan by tho 
Patriarch of Constantinople, nevertheless 
his relations with Byzantium were lasting 
mi 1 friendly. In his reign many cities were 
I uilt, churches and monasteries established. 
Ho promoted industry, and like his father 
encouraged immigration of foreigners, and 
showed much rei-pect for fine arts. The 
two great cilies, Novgorod, in north, and 
Kiel!, in south, became tho seats of learn- 
ing, of commerce and of opulence, almost 
unknown in Western Europe, and the fame 
of Vaiosl.ill' became known throughout the 
world. Henry I. of France sought a wife 
f oni his family, and Yaroslaffs grandson, 
Vladimir, married Gyda, a daughter of 
Harold, Earl of Rent, the last of the Saxon 
kings of England. The great Russian prince 
d ed in 1054, and with him ends the earliest 
heroic period of Russian history. Yuro- 
slaff the Great, like many other princes, 
committed one great mistake: ho divided 
the country among his sons, and sinco that 
timo till 12ilS Russia presents a chaos, 
divided into many principalities, whoso 
rulers fight and minder each other, using 
t -cachery and rascality to accomplish their 
object, unable to agree, seeking help here 
from the Poles, then from tho Lithuanians, 
Only occasionally there appears a prince of 
talent, as, for instance, Vladimir Mono- 
n-.ach or Andrew Bogolinbski ; but nil of 
them preservo their relation with the court 



of Byzantium, Tho Greek influence, especi- 
ally in the church matters, remains as usual 
through all this period, though some of the 
princes, as, for Instance, lvyasluff (IMG- 
1154) strove for tho independence of tho 
Russian church from the Constantinople 
supremacy. 

Through the terrible conquest of Russia 
by the Mongols, of which wo will speak 
afterwards, tho relations with the Byzan- 
tine Empire became interrupted, but, as soon 
as tho yoke of the Mongols was shaken, 
Russia turned her eyes towards Constanti- 
nople. In 1472, Ivan, or John III, tho 
Grand Duke of Moscow, married Sophia, 
niece of the unhappy Constantino l'aheo- 
logus, last of tho Byzantine emperors, and 
by right of his consanguinity to tho 
Eastern Roman Emperors, adopted the 
double-headed eagle for his escutcheon. 
With tho Byzantine "nneesa there camo 
also to Moscow many learned Greeks and 
Italian architects, and among them the cele- 
brated Floraventi. The Muscovite power 
at that time, for the capital of Russia was 
changed from Kioff and Vladimir to Mos- 
cow, was completely cut oil from the Euxine, 
so that, to fight with the Turks, Russia was 
obliged to struggle first with the different 
Mongol or Tartar hordes, und especially with 
the Khans of Crimen, who barred the «•»■• 
and who had been vassals of the ^ vilfca.»»*a 
ever since the fall of Cop- . ,,,,, ,

in 5'lW FS'gB of Alexcy I. Romanoff 
C^'i-io/li) and were and aro continued 
with the exception of short intervals till 
to-day. Peter the Groat tooU Azov, the 
key of tho Euxine, though ho lost it again 
in the campaign of the Pruth. Anna 
IvanOVUa recovered it, however, in 1739, 
and since that time the Euxine ceased to be 
exclusively the Turkish sea. It became again, 
through the Sea of A*ov partly, Mare 
Russicvm, becoming such more and more 
with every year. In tho reign of Catharine 
11., Turkey experienced such reverses of 
fortune in tho wars with Russia that, sinci 
that time, she could never recover. The 
Russians were completely victorious, and 
Ihe treaty of Kainardji gave them vuv.t, tracts 
v>f country between the Bog and Dnieper, 
and the protectorate over the Crimea. Thus, 
in the end of the last century, Russia made 
gigantic strides in the direction of Constan- 
tinople. 

In this century, Russia made war on 
Turkey four times. Under Alexander I., 
the hostilities with Turkey continued since 
1S06 till 1812, and ended by the peace of 
Bucharest, by which Russia kept Bessara- 
bia and Moldavia, east of the river Pruth. 
Iu 1828, Nicholas attackeel the Ottoman 
power, and the war was carried on success- 
fully in Europe by Diebitsch, and in Asia 
by Paskievitch. It ended, in 1821), by the 
celebrated treaty uf Adrianople, which ac- 
tually made the Porte a vassal of Russia. 
The Crimean war chocked Russia's advance 
fjr a short time, but the last 
campaign, in 1877 - 1878, allowed 
Russia to dictate peace to the prostrated 
foe, almost under the walls of Constanti- 
nople. After one thousand years of interval, 
the Russian army, as in the days of Oleg, 
looked again on the don.e of St. Sophia, 
where worshipped their great kinsman, the 
Emperor (Jpravda, or Justinian, and where 
the Czars of all the Russias intend to wor- 
ship. Constantinople, or Czarigrad, is 
destined, in their belief, to be their last ami 
lasting capital. Novgorod, Kiel!, Vladimir, 
Moscow, St. Petersburg, are the five 
capitals, Byzantium is to be the sixth, the 
proudest, the noblest mistress of tho Old 
World. There, ou the shores of the Bos- 
phorus, Europe touches Asia, and Africa is 
not far away; there, enthroned on tho 
ancient seats of the Eastern Roman 
Emperors, the Russian Czars are anxious to 
dictate their will urhi and orbi. Was it 
not there that Olga and her grandson, Vlad- 
imir, received the baptism, and was it not 
from there that the Princess Sophia went 
far north to mingle the blood of l'ulneologi 
with that of Ruriks. Why should an infidel 
Osmanli or a degenerate Greek rule in the 
city, where reigned her greatest emperor of 
Slav origin, and where lived the great war- 
rior, Belizarius, or " Belyczar," oi the same 
blood. Has not Russia, in her escutcheon, 
the double-headed eagle of Byzantium, 
and is not the Czar of the same faith as was 
the great Justinian himself ': Already the 
Russian horses quench their thiist in the 
Danube, and soon they will rest in the city 
on the Golden Horn. Thus dream and be- 
lieve the Russians, t> listing in the future 
and in the wisdom of their Czars, and thus 
are taught tho children of the great north- 
ern nation— nation, whose rulers are the 
greatest enemies of liberty, the most dan- 
gerous and implacable foes of human pro- 
gress. It is really a magnificent dream, 
and, if the western nations do not awake 
them from it, this dream may become a ter- 
rible reality. 

That the Russians regard Constantinople 
as their future prey, is a positive fact. 
Anyone who has resided in Russia knows it 
to be so. That they have designs on India, 
and on all Asia, is also true, though they do 
not speak of it as much as they 
do of Turkey. They must possess Con- 
stantinople, and, if Europe doe-s not prevent 
it, they will have it. St. Petersburg is but 
a small window cutout into Europe, but 
Byzantium is an immense gate, opening to 
all the world. To renounce it would be 
completely contrary to the policy of Rus- 
sia, and everyone knows that the policy of 
Russia never changes. Through cunning, 
treachery, rascality, or with sword in hand, 
they try to get possession of the coveted 
city, and there is not one man in that im- 
mense empire who would abandon such an 
enterprise. 

Once in Constantinople, tho Czars, in tho 
opinion of the orthodox Russians, will soon 
become masters of the Old World. Already 
now, the far-seeing policy of Muscovy sends 
a "scientific" expedition to Abyssinia, hav- 
ing discovered that the Abyssinians and the 
Russians are of "nearly" tho same faith. 
This expedition is the beginning of the 
Russian designs upon Africa. In Asia the 
Russian progress is immense, The Russian 
steamers disturb the waters of tho Oxus and 
Jaxartes, and the armed battalions 
gather almost at the gutes of Herat, Khiva, 
jJnkhara, Khokand, Samarcaud are gone; 
tho Cossack outposts and fortified forts 
menace the frontiers of China, and the Rus- 
sians erect a formidable stronghold on the 
shores of the Pacific. South of tho Cau- 
casus, the Biblical Mount Ararat and the 
sources of the Mesopotamia rivers are in the 
possession of the Colossus, while the 
ancient monarchy of Chosroes trem- 
bles for its existence. From the 
mouth of the Danube to tho Pacific, 
opposite the capital of Japan, extends an 
immense chain of armed vanguards, fore- 
runners of a terrible storm, ready to burst 
at any minute. And to contemplate that 
such an awful power is in tho hands of ono 
man, descendant from the generations of 
tyrants, heir of the blood-stained despots of 
Moscow ! 

Russia, hoary with crime, what will bo 
thy future ?

k Report from Valparaiso Evidently 
Prepared to Order— Captain 
Schley's Wise Course. 


Cue Chilian Method of Examining 
Prisoners-Tho Native Police 
Not to Blame. 



Vai.i'akaiso, via Galveston, Nov. 21.— 
'he correspondent of the United Press has 
nade special inquiries to ascertain tho coa- 
lition of public feelitifi here on tho subject 
f the didiculty with the United States. 

10 finds that the fiery sentiment which pro- 
ailed against Americans has considerably 
ooled down The Chilians talk more ra- 
ionally as to the American request for re- 
ress, and there is a growing disposition to 
ee that justice is done to those who as- 
aultcd the American sailors and killed two 
f them. Undoubtedly the report tele- 
raphed from New York of the formidable 
eet suid to he on its way to Pacific waters, 
as something to do with the 
hange of sentiment in Valparaiso; 
t least the people hero are not anxious 
ur a bombardment. They have come to 
he conclusion that the United States is in 
arnost and tho more intelligent among them 
ave taken pains to ascertain something 
bout American power and resources, they 
nderatand now that if the Americans 
hould decide upon a bombardment, they 
>ould not he deter red by the interference 
f other nations in behalf of Chili, and that 
he Chilians would have to take care of 
heniselves. When the war furore was first 
aised here, the Englishmen went about in 
wash-buckling fashion, giving the Chilians 
o understand that the British lleet would 
lever permit Americans to damage Valpar- 
,iso. That had much to do wi'h the defiant 
.ttitude of Chili. Now that. it is 
vident that the only British 
,lly would be tho correspondent 
•i the London Times, to whoso commands 
he British admiral would probably not pay 
nuch attention, the situation is different, 
ud Valparaiso has concluded not to court 

bombardment; consequently Americans 
re treated with more respect, and there is 
o disposition to do violenco to American 
dicers or seamen. Capt. Sehcley's conduct 
neets with universal praise. He has been 
aim and deliberate, under the most pro- 
•oking circumstances; and combined 
lignity and firmness has won him tho re- 
peat even of the lower and less in- 
elligent as the superior class. 
l\e evidence in tho preliminary inquiry as 
o to tho attack on sailors, is said to be 
ompletc. The Chilian method of examina- 
ion is peculiar, and somewhat resembles the 
french. The magistrate has each person 
.ccused, or under suspicion, brought before 
lint separately, without counsel, and sub- 
ceted to a rigid examination. There is no 
loubt that in some instances physical 
orture is applied, although the law fordids 
t. During the recent struggle, neither 
ido hesitated to tortures of the most 
lorrible kind, in order to extort cohes- 
ions, and in the case of notori- 
ius criminals, supposed to have 
accomplices, the police system of 
Tiili wink at such methods. There is no 
eason to believe that any of tho Chilians 
ccused of being implicated in the riots 
lave been tortured ; on the contrary, the 
;eneral report is that their treatment has 
ieen very mild, and that Judge of Crimes 
''oster has not been anxious to elicit facts 
hat would strengthen the cause of the 
Jnited States. The deliberate or fiual ex- 
urination is going on, to-day, before Judge 
foster, with the American consul present, 
.nd the result is awaited with much inter- 
•st. It is said that the deposi- 
ions exculpate the Chilian police 
rom any share in the outrage, 
rho police state that they did 
lot use undue violence, and only acted 
or the preservation of the peace. Although 
learly threo months have elapsed since the 
lownfall of Balmaceda, not only the judi- 
cal and police authorities, but also the new 
:ongress are occupied chiefly with the 
prosecution of Balmaceda's adherents. Con- 
gress has ordered a suit to be instituted 
igainst Eucito, one of the leading associates 

11 Balmaceda, for his share in tho emission 
if 545, 000,000 of hank notes as currency 
luring the revolution. It is claimed that 
the emission was illegal, and that the money 
was expended for many unlawful purposes, 
besides tho alleged treasonable one of carry- 
ing on war against the congrcssionalists. 
The issue of this money has been a curse to 
Chilian trade, in that it has completoly un- 
settled values and caused confusion in the 
settlement of debts. The money continues 
to circulate, and after President Elect Montt 
is inaugurated some decisive action will 
probably be taken in relation to it.

Prospects for Fruit Growing:— Other 
Experimental Farms Wanted 
—Artesian Well Boring. 

Hon. F. G. Vernon, Chief Commissioner 
of Lands ami Works, has returned to town 
from a trip through the interior, where he 
has disposed of his 13,000 acre estate. He 
was seen by a Colonist reporter, last night, 
a id epeaks most one .uraging'y of the pros- 
p rets of the Okanugan di->tiii t. It is rapid- 
ly being settled up, and those who take 
lands there are happy nnd contented, 
although the el luring is a Eomewliat difficult 
job, where it has to be doiio. These people 
are eiicouioged by the success which Ins 
attended the efforts of earlier settlers, and 
arc w orking with a will and determination 
which is bound to have its reward. At the 
Mission, Lord Aberdeen has taken spa large 
tract of land in addition to tli.it al- 
ready held by him, and intends, as 
already announced, to cultivate fruit, 
and ultimately to start a f:uit can- 
nery. Lots are being freely tak.nupon 
the Vernon town site, and already the people 
are discussing its immense possibilities. A 
new court-house, school-house, hospital, 
flmr null and jam factory are already on the 
tapis, with the best prospects of t-ueeess 
The S. & O. railway is being appreciated to 
a full extent, and when completed will be a 
splendid pi.ee of work and a first-class 
railroad. The line has been laid from 
point to point, anil ballasting is now being 
finished. The people are hoping that it 
will bo taken over by the C. I'.K. in the 
early spring, and that regular passenger 
traffic will be commenced. Construction 
and freight trains are now running and the 
line is giving quite an impetus to the dis- 
trict. For thirty or forty miles in and 
about Vernon available lands are being ac- 
quired by desirable settlers 

The bon. gentlem.in is convinced that the 
Okanagan is u great fruit growing country, 
and that his opinion is shared in by those 
who are fortunate enough to be dwellers in 
this fertile region is evident from the fact 
that ft Hit culture is being undertaken vciy 
generally. Whilst, of course, it will take 
several years totecuro apple or peur-beuring 
trees, the smaller fiuits can lie readily 
grown, — melons, tomatoes, strtitvbert ies, 
eie, — and of such quality and in such 
abun lance as to make the iliamot famous. 

Messrs. Burnyeat ami Cm-yell were out 
surveying lands and tounsitcs, as Were also 
other well qualified nir v.-yors, and, within 
a few months, it is expected that regions 
hitherto almost unknown will have been 
mapp< d out and cxplon d. 

Mr. Vernon favors the establishment of a 
Government experimental farm in the 
Okanagan district. There is at present one 
at Agas-iz ; but the climate of that section 
of the province is diametrically different 
from the more western portions, as, com- 
paratively speaking, to render it »f Hale 
mole than local importance. For years 
past the farmers of the Okanagan district 
have been nuking experiments— and costly 
experiments, at times- which with such 
farms as those established under Governu.eut 
auspices would render unnecessary. Different 
species of trees, plants, fruit, etc., were 
tried at private expense, which might have 
been otherwise and more satisfactorily 
settled. The chief timber at present is lir, 
pine, eottonwood, dogwood, maple, birch, 
alder, and u couple of other classes. There 
is little doubt, that the soil and 
o'imate are conducive to the growth 
of walnut, chestnut, prunes, etc. 
Peaches and grapes luve proved mo- 
ccsful, and a climate that will produce 
these in the open is cap tble of a great deal. 
Mr. Vernon was of opinion that consider- 
ing the il Slincttvo climactic forces in B.C.. 
there ought to be at least two experimental 
farms. 

Speaking as to the irrigation »f lands, 
Mr. Vernon said ho had heaid favorable 
reports from Kamloops as to the prospect of 
striking a flowing well there by ui tesian 
boring. The experiments in this particular 
had not proved eminently successful in the 
other sections in which they bad been tried, 
though water hud been struck. 

Mr. Vernon reports tho fndiuns of the 
Interior as doing well. In the Okanagan 
district, they are going i" extensively for 
farming, one of them having raised 03,000 
worth of grain this year. 

Winn the Commissioner left Vernon, 

Judge Spinka was engaged in hearing a case 
against an Indian who had stabbed another, 
and who was sentenced to a term of Im- 
prisonment. Arbitration proceedings were 
also on between certain landholders, through 
whose property the lino of the Shuswap & 
Okanagan railway passes. 

Asked as to the well-being of old friends 
in that Bcction of the country, tho lion, 
gentleman announced that Capt. Shorts, as 
tho reporter knew him, hud been promoted 
lo the rank of admiral of tho lake licet. 
There uru two steamboats on the lake.

THE SCOURGE OF THE DISTRICTS. 

How Hip Farmers nf Sooke and Blctchosln 
Have Ilcen Plagued During the 
i'nst .Season. 

For very many nights during the past 
few month farmers at Metchosin and Sooke 
have gone to bed, to be aroused a few hours 
after retiring by the violent clanging of 
sheep bells, telling them that the poor 
animals were being harassed by p intliers, 
and next morning, when going the 
rounds, hive found, as a matter of 
course, several sheep lying dead 
on the ground, the heads completely de- 
molished and tho limbs torn to pieces. 
Though every precaution has been taken to 
keep of, these troublesome and ferocious 
beasts, they have bee une gradually more ag- 
grea-ive, and never, in the history of tho dis- 
tricts, have they been more numerous or 
more destructive than lately. 

Last week, nun Metchosin farm, eighteen 
lambs were killed, and some of the farmers 
have lost heavily. It is remarkable that, 
notwithstanding the large number of 
panthers seen, very few have been shot, in- 
deed, not nearly as many as in former years.
